5-Day Observance Of Battle Of 
Gettysburg And July Fourth To 
Open With Test Run June 30th 


The g e n e r a l committee in charge of the Gettysburg fire 
department’s community observance of the 86th anniversary 
of the Battle of Gettysburg gave final approval to plans for 
the five-day celebration opening a week from Thursday which 
is expected to be the largest since the 75th reunion of the 
Blue and Gray here in 1938, and which is expected will at­ 
tract thousands of visitors to Gettysburg. 
The program will open on Thursday, June 30, with a test 
run by county fire companies, ending in Center square, and 
a demonstration by the Gettysburg fire department. It will 
close with a huge parade of military organizations, fire com­ 
panies, civic, fraternal and patriotic groups and floats Mon­ 
day afternoon, July 4. 
One of the highlights of the program will be a concert by 
the Army Ground Forces band at the high school football 
field on Sunday afternoon, July 3 and an address by General 
Jacob L. Devers, ground forces commander. The program will 
open at 2 o’clock, and will be broadcast by at least two radio 
stations, and possibly over a national hookup. 
To Award Price 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, president 
of Gettysburg college, will give the 
Invocation and the closing prayer 
will be given by Msgr. Patrick P. 
McOee, pastor of the Annunciation 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary church. 
McSherrystown. A bandstand will be 
erected near the east goal posts and 
400 additional seats provided which 
will bring the seating capacity to 
3,000. In case of rain, arrangements 
have been made to hold the concert 
and Gen. Devers' address in the 
Majestic theater. 
County fire companies will set 
their watches by radio time signal, 
and have their trucks at their re­ 
spective borough lines, ready to be­ 
gin the test run at 7 p. rn. June 30. 
Prices will be awarded for the fast­ 
est time made to the square, com­ 
puted on a mileage basis. 
Demonstration In Square 
Gettysburg firemen will hook up 
three pumpers in Center square and 
give a demonstration of fighting 
fires. A demonstration will also be 
given by the crew of the aerial lad­ 
der truck, which has been practicing 
or several weeks for this occasion. 
Air Perce jet planes and bombers 
will provide the highlight of the 
Saturday afternoon program. They 
will swoop over the town at 3 p. rn. 
in a display of the nation’s aerial 
might.

SCHOOLMEN GET 
POINT OF VIEW 
OF U. INDUSTRY 


Industry, the schools, the Orange 
and labor unions all agreed today 
that what each wants to develop 
basically is a person who gets to 
work on time and does a full day's 
labor. 
At least that was indicated in 
discussions held this morning in con­ 
nection with the annual Gettysburg 
Secondary Education Workshop held 
by the Pennsylvania Branch of the 
National Association of Secondary 
School Principals at Gettysburg col­ 
lege. Educators from Adams, Frank­ 
lin and York counties are attending 
the sessions, which began Monday 
and will conclude Wednesday. 
John P. Padden, secretary of the 
Manufacturers' 
association. 
York, 
spoke on “Industry Views the Sec 
ondary School Program" at the 
meeting this morning. 
Desirable Characteristics 
He listed “use of full skills, use 
of consideration and care, seeking to 
Improve oneself, elimination of waste 
of time, effort and materials" as 
the most desirable characteristics 
sought by industry when it hires 
high school graduates. 
He urged schools to train the 
youngsters to "put forth a full day's 
effort. We get many who work well 
for six hours out of Ute day, but 
they steal the remaining two hours 
from the company. They are late. 
or they spend too much time rn 
other activities. The schools must 
train the youngster to put in a full 
day's work in school so he will have 
the habit of putting in a full day s 
work in life." 
Schoolmen agreed with Padden in 
discussions and urged Padden or 
other representatives of industry to 
come to the schools "to tell this to 
the youngsters. Maybe they will 
listen to Industry while they think 
principals are old fashioned,” as 
one schoolman put it. 
Padden said industry is paying 
more attention to training foremen

Little known facts about Adams 
county were outlined Monday eve­ 
ning by J. Melchoir Sheads, presi­ 
dent of the county historical society 
at a meeting of the local Rotary 
club held at the YWCA.

"Adams county once was a "cen­ 
ter" of the silk worm raising in­ 
dustry. In the 1830’s one third of the 
farms in the county and about as 
many farms in other counties of 
southern 
Pennsylvania 
began 
to 
raise silk worms and the craze 
lasted for several years. Samuel 
Sloan had 10.000 worms working for 
him on June 18. 1829. The Adams 
County Silk Society was formed on 
November 25. 1839. A description of 
the industry written in the 1830's 
said that silk worms feeding in the 
attics of Adams county homes were 
so 
numerous they 
sounded 
like 
horses crunching oats. Morns multi- 
ticauiis, the Japanese mulberry tree, 
was planted by the thousands in the 
county, and farmers found that one 
pound of silk would sell for as much 
as one barrel of flour and could be 
more easily produced. 
Named for John Adam* 
"Gettysburg's carriage 
industry, 
which started about 1817, grew to 
such success that by 1831 there were 
ll carriage-making shops in Gettys­ 
burg alone, giving employment to 
130 workers and doing $40,000 worth 
of business a year The industry 
toited until the Civil war wiped out 
the aouthern market on which the 
local industry thrived 
"W hat Is now Adams county was 
part of Chester county, one of the 
original counties set up by Penn, for

POLLUTION IN 
COUNTY STREAM 
KILLS FISH; ACT 
TO GUARD TOWN 


Stream pollution has killed hund­ 
reds of carp. suckers, catfish and 
minnows in the south branch of the 
Conewago creek, from Plum run to 
its junction with the Big Conewago, 
a distance of about ten miles, ac­ 
cording to John S. Ogden, York, 
state fish warden. 
Water from the creek is used by 
residents of New Oxford for drink­ 
ing. household and industrial uses. 
At the impounding dam of the New 
Oxford Water company the water 
was reported a dark color with a 
pale green scum. 
Dr. Samuel A. Kirkpatrick, presi­ 
dent of the New Oxford health 
board, said measures were being 
taken at the Alter plant to make 
the water chemically pure for hu­ 
man consumption. 
Warns Residents 
Dr 
Kirkpatrick today issued a 
warning to residents of New Oxford 
to boil their water used for drink­ 
ing purposes during the present 
emergency. 
He said the addition of extra 
chemicals had reduced the bacterial 
count of the water to a point where 
it was .safe for human consump­ 
tion. but that boiling should be done 
as an extra precaution. 
The New Oxford borough council 
this morning held a special meeting 
and authorized the employment of 
extra labor to remove dead Ash from 
the bank* of the creek, from the 
water and along the edge of the im­ 
pounding dam. 
Trace Source Of Trouble 
Ogden said he made an investiga­ 
tion Sunday and took samples of the 
water which were sent to Harrisburg 
for analysis. He said the pollution 
had removed oxygen from the water, 
killing the Ash.

nently in Adams county, but used it 
to hunt, for the place once was a 
natural paradise for wild game. 
Penn did not get a clear title to 
what is now Adams county from the 
Indians until October ll, 1736. D ie 
Indians had two quarries here, one 
on the southeast slopes of Mt. New­ 
man and the other on the northwest 
slope of Jacks mountain. The In ­ 
dians also had a burial ground lo­ 
cated near Round Top. 
“Adams county 
was once 
the 
frontier of Colonial Pennsylvania. 
In 1756 there were three forts and a 
number of block houses in the 
county and there were four raids 
by Indians into the county during 
the French and Indian war. D ie 
raids occurred between 1757 and 
1765. As late as 1790 inhabitants 
of the upper end of the county were 
in the habit of putting out fires at 
dusk so as not to attract Indians. 
'Dr. Samuel Agnew, a Gettysburg 
physician, in 1804 wrote the first 
paper on vaccination published in 
the country? Michael Jacobs, of the 
Gettysburg college faculty, in 1866 
invented the process of preserving 
fruits by canning.” 
President Mares Sherman, who 
presided, and Charles L. Eicholtz re­ 
ported on the recent fCotary Inter­ 
national meeting at New York city, 
which they attended.

McCutcheon, and J. H. Donahey. the 
latter for 49 years the outstanding 
cartoonist for the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 
I wish to pay a tribute to my 
friend Donahey, whom I knew for 
forty years, He was a fine artist and 
a keen thinker, and one of the most 
lovable men whom I have ever 
known. He died a few days ago, and 
left a void in the hearts of thous­ 
ands of his friends. He had great 
ability, but was most modest and 
kindly at all times.

Today’s Talk TASK OF FINDING 
MARKET VALUE 
OF REAL ESTATE 
IS NEVER-ENDING 


Harrisburg, June 21 (AV-The task 
of finding the m arket value of real 
estate in Pennsylvania is a never- 
ending one for Hie state tax equal­ 
ization board. 
The 
new 
agency 
recently an­ 
nounced that real estate in the Key­ 
stone state had a m arket value of 
$22,381,745,315 in 1948. This com­ 
pared with assessed valuations of 
$8,711,100,068 in the same year. 
But even as the announcement 
was made by the board, its staff 
already was deep in the job of com­ 
piling the data which will be need­ 
ed next year to determ ine market 
values for 1949. It already has as­ 
sembled inform ation on thousands 
of sales of real estate this year in 
every one of the state's 2,590 school 
districts. 
Uniformity Important 
At the same time. C hairm an John 
O’Neil emphasized th a t the board 
has a different job from that of 
local assessors. He said th at the 
Legislature directed the board to de­ 
termine the m arket value of prop­ 
erty but th at assessm ents are based 
on actual value. M arket and actual 
values, he rem inded, are not always 
the same, 
“As long as assessm ents are uni­ 
form, that is tile im portant tiling,’’ 
O'Neil said. Tile board’s studies, 
however, disclosed th a t assessments 
varied greatly from district to dis­ 
trict and county to county. 
So far only IO school districts have 
indicated they w*ill appeal from the 
board's findings. In addition, the 
board has received a num ber of in­ 
formal protests, some from assessors.

CHINESE PLANES 
BOMB BRITISH

m ents. 
Most of the information available 
regarding Western plans is said to 
have come from British and French 
sources. Tile Russians, of course, 
don’t talk. 
American diplomatic circles exalt 
freedom of the press and subscribe 
to a fully informed public. Despite 
this some high diplomatic quarters 
long have pursued the idea th at if 
im portant problems can be worked 
out secretly there will bt* a better 
chance of success. 
Remembers Balfour 
On the other hand the British, 
and 
to some degree the 
French, 
always have the latch string out for 
news gatherers. London and Paris 
take a different view’ than do m any 
American officials, recognizing the 
propaganda value of presenting the 
news from their own standpoint. 
W hile the British generally are 
most liberal in giving inform ation, 
they are past m asters at sidestep­ 
ping when they want to. One of the 
cleverest 
in that line I ever 
en­ 
countered was the late Earl of B al­ 
four, the famous statesm an who as 
foreign secretary issued the historic 
declaration that Britian would sup­ 
port the creation of a hom eland for 
the Jews in Palestine. 
Balfour was a representative at 
the Versailles Peace conference, and 
I attended one press conference at 
which he answered questions from 
some 75 correspondents for per imps 
an hour. He was charm ing, he war.

Mueh Talk, No News 
W hen the conference was over a 
young American reporter, who was 
new at the peace parley, cam e to me

"Pardon me,” he said, "but would 
you please tell me if Mr. Ba I ford 
said anything at th a t conference.”

T h at’s one way of evading an is­ 
sue and it’s just as bad, though no 
worse, than the scheme of m ain­ 
taining secrecy. Of course every cor­ 
respondent recognizes that there are 
times when the authorities have to 
delay the announcem ent of delicate 
news. 
Broadly speaking, however, 
experience has dem onstrated that 
secrecy is a bad thing. 


In our democracy the government 
is the servant of the people. T hat 
being so, the public is entitled to 
an exact accounting of the steward­ 
ship. The best way to render that 
accounting Is through the news. 
Secret diplomacy, barring rare ex­ 
ceptions, is 
a mighty 
dangerous 
thing.

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DISAGREEMENTS 
ARE HAMPERING 
DEFENSE WORK 


W a sb in rlo n , Ju n e 2) UT'— S ^ rrr- 
tary of Defense Johnson acknow­ 
ledged today that "severely con­ 
tested" Army-Navy-Air Force dis- 
asreem ents have hampered the work 
of the national defense establish­ 
ment. 
He said. however, that. they were 
sincere disagreements, and added 
th It despite them “there exists to­ 
day a readiness and defense poten­ 
tial superior to that of any previous 
period In our nation’s peace-time 
history." 
Johnson's address, prep.*red for 
the graduation of officers at tend inc 
the National War college, was heard 
by President Truman 
and other 
high officials. It was the defense 
chief's first major policy speech 
since he took over the job in March. 
He spoke harsh words about Russia, 
describing that nation as “conspira­ 
torial" and ' despotic." It is because 
of Russia that the United States 
must maintain a strong military 
machine, he said, adding th a t this 
nation should not place too much 
trust 
on mere possession of 
the 
atomic bomb. 
At emir Secrecy May End 
“Within a few short years," he 
said, "we may witness the end of 
this era of atomic secrecy-an era 
whose end will be signalled by the 
explosion of some other nation’s 
bomb. 
"From that day on. our advantage 
in strategic bombing will rest not 
in monopoly possession of the atom 


bomb but in our superior stockpile, 
our production capacity, and in the 
effectiveness and quantity of air­ 
craft 
required 
to 
deliver 
those 
bombs." 
But. Johnson added, while "air 
power has given a promise of speed­ 
ier end to conflict" it hak by no 
means placed either the ground or 
naval forces in a subordinate po­ 
sition. 
Tile decision on which service to 
emphasize at any given time, he 
said, rests with the joint chiefs of 
staff, whom "I shall not knowingly 
repudiate x x x unless convinced 
their views are in conflict with 
other considerations beyond their 
province " 
Speaks On Rivalry 
On the subject of inter-service 
rivalry, Johnson declared: 
“To those who contend that carli 
service m ust be the sole arbiter of 
its own needs, I would reply that 
this nation can no longer tolerate 
the 
autonomous conduct of 
any 
.service The unaudited conduct of 
its affairs by any single service is 
an open invitation to spendthrift 
defense. And the waste of our re­ 
sources in spendthrift defense is an 
invitation to disaster. 
“The problem of resolving con­ 
flicts within the armed forces is 
not a simple task of knocking heads 
together," he added. 
"These differences exist not so 
much in the acrimonious criticism 
of one service by another as they 
do in honest disagreem ent among 
earnest men formidably equipped 
with expert opinion."
